As justification for this request, DIA cites the direct relationship 
between CINCLANT (who has received the NIE) and SACLANT planning efforts, for 
which this subject is of paramount importance. Admiral Lowrance considers that 
such a release is in the national interest, and that no grave damage to US interests 
would occur if the sanitized document were compromised. 
BNE sees no objection to this requested release and is prepared 
to coordinate preparation of such a sanitized version with the USIB Representatives.

Report by the SWWG to the DCI; Sponsor - General Taylor 

This Strategic Warning Working Group report is a response to 
your instructions at the 16 January USIB meeting that the SWWG submit a con- 
solidated report on areas of possible improvement in intelligence collection 
performance in Eastern Europe based on responses by USIB agencies to 
paragraph 3 of the previous SWWG report on this subject. General Cushman 
requested that this report be placed on the Board's agenda for noting and 
discussion, in order to encourage action by responsible agencies and possibly to 
identify other areas for improvement.
